These days, our fur babies have their own 
beaches and parks.

Maronpot. 

As experienced pet sitters, Mobley and Ma- 
ronpot will help plan your dog’s role as a ring 
bearer, plan pet-friendly wedding photos and 
be there to watch your fur child during the re- 
ception and while you’re on your honeymoon. 

“So many companies are picking up on how 
obsessed we are with our pets. I saw a dog in a

On Dec. 26, Ratliff caused a dis- 
turbance at what turned out to be 
coach Marc Trestman’s final prac- 
tice, and he was escorted out of the 
facility by team personnel. Still, he 
was allowed to start the season fi- 
nale that Sunday.

THIS VERSION OF 
JAY CUTLER SEEMS 
MORE COMFORTABLE

Six games into his tenure as Bears coach, John 
Fox’s team is an unimpressive 2-4. However, 
as far as the offense is concerned, there are 
bright spots to go with the rough patches. 

Key storyline 

Two months into the season. Jay Cutler has 
been Jay Cutler. Flashes of brilliance. Mo- 
ments of frustration. Everything else in be- 
tween. 

The Bears quarterback has committed 
costly turnovers. He has suffered a significant 
injury (a hamstring this time) that sidelined 
him for a game and a half He fought back 
from his injury sooner than expected. He 


has made magnificent throws. (See: a 22-yard 
touchdown pass to Marquess Wilson in Kan- 
sas City) And he has led encouraging rallies. 

Let’s be honest, though. We’ve seen all 
those things before. So what’s different about 
Cutler version 7.0 in Chicago? The Bears have 
found ways to use his gifts wisely, capitalizing 
on his rocket arm and underappreciated mo- 
bility And after being sacked 38 times in 2014 
and committing a league-high 24 turnovers. 
Cutler is on pace to be sacked 26 times with 
15 turnovers this year. That’s progress. 

The good news 

Fox has made good on his promise to build a 
run-centric attack. Through six weeks. Matt 
Forte leads the league in carries (126) and is 
also the NFLs leading rusher with 507 yards. 
Behind a patched- together offensive line. 
Forte’s per-carry average (4.0) remains pedes- 


trian, but that hasn’t lessened the Bears’ focus 
on establishing the run. 

After running the ball on only 35 percent 
of their plays last year, the Bears now have a 
more balanced 44-56 run-pass ratio. 

The bad news 

The offensive line remains a work in prog- 
ress, still working to establish chemistry amid 
change. Kyle Long is growing increasingly 
comfortable with his move to right tackle. 
But that transition is not without growing 
pains as evidenced in Detroit when Long 
turned in an uneven performance, flagged 
twice for holding while also responsible for 
two tackles for a loss. 

The offensive line should get better. But 
they’ll need to become more physical after 
an October in which the Bears averaged just 
3.2 yards per rush.

Just when we think

Everything from 
the mismanagement of the game clock at the 
end of regulation to the conservative play 
calls in overtime is on him. It was almost like 
he and Detroit coach Jim Caldwell were hav- 
ing a “who’s the dumbest coach” contest. But 
that’s just some of it. 

There were several things that prevented 
the Bears from winning in Detroit. The 
defense gave up too many big plays, and the 
offense failed to capitalize on opportunities, 
settling for field goals instead of touch- 
downs.

I think 
most of us at home could have done a better 
job. Those obstacles proved too much to 
overcome, and the Bears stumble into the 
bye week with a 2-4 record, a bunch of inju- 
ries and not much to look forward to.

White Watch. The rookie wide receiver was 
the Bears’ first pick in April and has yet to 
see any action due to surgery that took place 
over the summer.

Defensively the Bears continue to improve 
but are inconsistent in stopping the pass. 

The secondary keeps allowing the other 
team’s top receivers to hurt them for big 
plays. Playing man-to-man coverage is a 
major component of Fox’s defense, and if the 
Bears continue to struggle to prevent teams 
from gaining huge chunks of yardage all at 
once, the problems will continue. Let’s see 
if the coaching staff can make changes to 
improve the situation the rest of the season. 

Hopefully when the Bears take on Min- 
nesota in Week 8 they can bounce back.

^ as their website preaches, is not your daddy’s steakhouse. But 

kSy based on its name and extension of a vowel-challenged spelling 

paradigm to the menu (Lif BRGS, anyone? That’s little burgers, in case you didn’t 
get it), it’s clearly not a steakhouse for grammarians, either. Relative to Chicago’s 
rich bounty of steakhouses, STK’s selling points are a multitude of tables grouped 
really close together and optimized for mingling and regular late-night DJ appear- 
ances. All I could really tell before setting foot in the door was that STKwas the 
loth location of the New Abrk-based chain from The One Group, a purveyor of 
something called “lifestyle hospitality” Confused, I set out to discover what it was 
and, of course, answer the eternal food critic question: Did it SCKor was it AWSM? 


iSTKandthe 
shoddily dressed 

STK’s website says the venue doesn’t allow 
tank tops, swimwear or ball caps. Women are 
encouraged to throw on their LBDs (little 
black dresses) and gents to grab their blazers 


and dress shoes. These rules are loosely 
enforced. A woman at the bar was wearing 
black hot pants and a plunging ribbed tank 
while her male friend rocked a side-cocked 
flat bill cap and canvas surf shoes. Maybe 
STKwas the steakhouse for displaced beach 


bums? It was still too early to tell. 

The crowd was eclectic, a healthy mix of 
the clubbing set, over-tanned Viagra triangle 
denizens exploring beyond their natural Gold 
Coast habitat and tailored-shirt-wearing, 
might’ve-played-quarterback-in-college hunks. 

Rivaling patrons for above-average hand- 
someness was the room, featuring a swirl of 
white bone finish fins, lots of glinting glass 
and shimmering honey-colored wood tables. 
It felt like an interior crafted by the Apple 
Inc. design team. 

A garden of delights, 
a rancher’s finest and 
seafood drowned in luxury 
and mediocrity 

Some of the food, too, is well-designed. 
According to corporate executive chef 
Aaron Taylor, 70 percent of the Chicago 
menu is identical to what’s served at all of 
STK’s locations. One departure exclusive

($15). The shaved sprouts reminded me of the 

bitter, crisp frisee you’d find in a classic Lyon- 

naise salad. The thin wafers of apple were 

bright and sweet. 

A 20 -ounce bone-in rib steak ($51) was 
ruby-pink inside and caramelized outside 
to a spent coffee ground color thanks to the 
800-degree heat of the kitchen’s charbroiler. 
The result was finer than the burnt and 
much more expensive ribeye I had recently 
at Prime & Provisions. However, it was 
nowhere near as funky and satisfying as the 
55-day dry-aged 22-ounce ribeye— one of 
the best steaks I’ve ever had— that I ate at 
Boeufhaus last week. The bearnaise served 
alongside the STK steak was so thick that 
I flipped over the cup, as if to pour it, and 
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nothing fell out. In addition to the bearnaise, 
which was served gratis, STK offers seven 
other housemade dipping sauces at $2 each. 
Considering you’re paying $51 for the steak, 
it seems parsimonious to charge for an extra 
sauce, but I gave in anyway and sampled the 
house “STK” sauce, a cloying rusty orange 
dip that reminded me of Heinz 57 crossed 
with Open Pit barbecue sauce. 

An appetizer of seared foie gras ($21), 
lacquered in spiced rum and coated with a 
shower of gingersnap crumbs, was served 
with a viscously sweet orange marmalade 
that evoked the smell of burning leaves and 
hot pie, the same kind of autumnal nostal- 
gic smack in the brain you get from a good 
pumpkin spice latte. The dish would have 
been perfect if the accompanying huckleber- 
ry pancakes weren’t undercooked and raw. 

Another Chicago-only dish. Lobster 
Rockefeller (market price— $95 when I 
went), featured the meat of a 2.5-pound 
lobster poached in court bouillon (water, 
vegetables, herbs, wine and lemon) mingled 
with the shoulder meat of king crab. After 
they’ve cooked, the lobster and crab meat 
are sliced into medallions, stuffed back in 
the tail shell, crowned with a stack of wilted 
spinach and julienned leeks and glopped with 
a nutmeg-infused cream sauce. The unappe- 
tizing lobster shell was mottled with cooking 
liquid, and the whole-leaf spinach was chewy 
and would have been better if it had been 
chopped. 

The parmesan truffle fries ($9) were cut 
thick and, though made of potato, reminded 
me of the yucca fries served at Brazilian 
steakhouses. The saltiness of the parmesan 
helped a little, but they needed a bit more 
flnishing salt. I would have preferred a thin- 
ner Belgian frite-like cut than the squarish 
steak fries here. 

Abruleed sweet corn pudding ($9), how- 
ever, dribbled down my chin. It reminded me 
of eating fresh sugary farm corn straight off 
the stalk (something you must do before you 
die if you haven’t already).

Decadently priced red 
and disappointing dessert 

Daddy’s steakhouse would have you swim- 
ming in trophy red wine from Bordeaux and 
flagons of fabulous brown liquor. STK’s red 
wine list by the glass is fairly unremarkable 
and includes a cabernet sauvignon ($14) from 
Kevin O’Leary aka Mr. Wonderful of ABC’s 
“Shark Tank” fame. I’m not sure if it’s good, 
as our server told us we should stay away 
because it’s made from mediocre Califor- 
nia grapes and was the worst of the three 
cabernets offered by the glass. Your best bet 
is The Prisoner, a jammy red blend. Though 
at $28 a glass, it’s ridiculously marked up. 
While I generally don’t pair my steak with 
mojitos, our forthright server gushed about 
the ginger mojito ($14), saying, “It’s awesome. 
You can’t even taste the cognac!” Of course, 
you shouldn’t be able to taste the cognac 
because mojitos are made with rum. But we 
live in a time where as long as mint has been 
muddled in the glass, a mojito is made. I bit. 
Spiked with tart lime juice, cooling mint. 


bubbly ginger ale and velvety Hennessy the 
cocktail drank like a menage a trois between a 
moscow mule, a mojito and a dark and stormy 
It was actually pretty good. 

Achurro milkshake ($10), featuring dulce 
de leche ice cream blended with a shot of 
Fireball whiskey wasn’t bad, though I really 
wanted to taste the liquor and all I got were 
caramel notes from the ice cream. A silver 
shaker cup was filled with churro bites, but 
they were doughy and undercooked. 

Bottom line: STK does not SCK, nor is it 
AWSM. It’s just K. The modern interior is 
a welcome departure from the old knotty 
wainscoting and red leather banquettes you’d 
And at your daddy’s steakhouse. If you’re 
looking for an inspired scene that serves the 
best beef in town, you’re better off spending 
your money at Boeufhaus.

He does a 
quick tour of countries that make whiskey 
and what barrels they use, then moves on to 
the important lesson of deciphering the label. 

And at the very end, tucked in an envelope 
at the back, is “The Map To Your Whiskey 
Desires.” Find out how you like your whiskey 
by finding the characteristics you’ve discov- 
ered that you prefer in the previous pages. 

Betts has whiskeys for mixing, sipping or 
sipping and savoring in the outer ring of the 
chart. Some are super pricey 

“If you select one that stretches your wallet,” 


Betts writes, “try a couple to the left or right 
to find one that fits your budget.” Well, you’ll 
have to look the prices up. It would have been 
super cool if he’d color-coded the whiskeys or 
indicated in some way which ones are bargains, 
moderately priced, expensive or worth a very 
big splurge. But then again, you’ll learn more if 
you look it up yourself 

If you’re looking for tasting notes about 
specific whiskeys, this is not the book. In- 
stead, think of it as a primer for understand- 
ing what whiskey is all about. 

Actor Edward Norton liked the book 
enough to give him a splendid blurb: “This is 
really the ultimate ‘hack’ on whiskey I learned 
why I should try Monkey Shoulder Blended 
Malt faster than Google Maps could teach me 
where the Glorioso Islands are.” 

And Sir Richard Branson of the Virgin 
Group chimes in with, “My wife is Scottish, 
so I needed to learn about whiskey— and this 
was the way!” Maybe Branson is planning on 
taking some whiskey into space.

Nicks headbutting him and how he was the 
reason Jimi Hendrix played “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner” at Woodstock rather than work- 
ing to create new, credible anecdotes. When 
Richie’s schmoozing, Murray can’t help but 
earn smiles as he’s charming someone onto his 
side, signing a new client just to get her $1,200 
fee after he tells her, “%u make me want to 
swallow poison.” And the scene when the host 
of ‘Afghan Star” scolds Richie for lecturing 
him provides an ounce of what “Rock the 
Kasbah” needs in pounds. 

But like so many movies before (“The Blind 
Side,” to name just one) that focus on the 
white savior instead of the minority character 
who should be featured, “Rock the Kasbah” 
doesn’t care much about Salima (Leem 
Lubany), whose voice is good, but let’s not 
get carried away This is a movie about an ar- 
rogant dope who’s seriously lost in translation 
but is sure he knows best even when out of 
his element and, sheesh, negotiating between 
warlords! Would love to see what Eli Roth 
(director of “Hostel,” “Knock Knock”) could 
have done to put him in his place.

6 roots, alt-country 
and folk acts to hear

There’s no good, all-encompassing word to de- 
scribe music with a little twang, acoustic gui- 
tars and rustic, down-to-earth charm. Country 
only gets at it a little bit, but even then the 
term evokes overproduced pop music domi- 
nating CMT charts. Alt-country seems a little 
broad too— everything but the Jason Aldeans 
and Toby Keiths of the world? Americana sort 
of works, but then you have to think about art- 
ists from outside the States. And don’t even get 
me started on “folk,” which is such a useless 
term that it simultaneously conjures images of 
twee dudes in suspenders and Pete Seeger. 

So please forgive the purposefully vague 
genre terminology and listen to these six acts, 
starting with Ona, whose debut full-length 
‘American Fiction” arrives Friday They’re all 
worth your time, and while it’s tough to clas- 
sify each one, they’re all related by taking the 
best of roots, country, folk and Americana 
(sometimes Canadiana or even Britainiana) 
and making it their own. With any list, there’s 
going to be some glaring omissions, so think 
of this not as any definitive kind of statement 
but rather as a jumping-off point to an excit- 
ing and always thriving scene. 

Ona 

Hailing from Huntington, WVa., Ona sounds 
like the most exciting records from early 
Wilco and My Morning Jacket but better 
than acts compared to those acts. Lead singer 
Bradley Jenkins is a formidable force, and the 
way every arrangement comes together cour- 
tesy of the band and producer Bud Carroll is a 
sound to really behold. Listen to “Sleep, Rinse, 
Repeat” and be floored. 

The Weather Station 

Hearing Tamara Lindeman’s wispy yet sturdy 
voice and expertly fingerpicked guitar playing, 
you start to wonder if you’re listening to a lost 
recording from the ’60s and ’70s. The Toronto 
native feels like a sort of spiritual successor to 
Joan Baez, Joni Mitchell or Nick Drake.

Clarinets are cool— just ask Saskatchewan na- 
tive Andy Shauf, who just signed a record deal 
with ANTI- (home to Wilco and Glen Hansard) 
after reissuing his excellent, woodwind-heavy 
2012 full-length “The Bearer of Bad News.” It’s 
the type of record you curl up with on a cold 
night— warm enough to keep you coming back 
but also minimal and bare enough to leave you 
haunted. “Drink My Rivers” is a prime example 
of this —it’s basically a daydream in song form. 

Al Scorch 

Al Scorch shreds. His Facebook pegs his music 
as “Mid-American roots with a post-punk DI Y 
attitude,” and that’s pretty much dead on. The 
Bloodshot Records signee and Chicago resi- 
dent plays bracingly fast, deafeningly loud and 
seriously twangy He’ll have a new album out 
next year, but in the meantime prepare to have 
your face melted by his virtuosic banjo playing. 

Sam Russo 

U.K. singer-songwriter Sam Russo has a way 
of making pain beautiful. The acoustic guitar 
journeyman always has had a resilient streak, 
and when you hear the way his ragged voice de- 
tails heartbreak and loss in breathtaking confi- 
dence and grace, it’s a recipe for instant chills 
down your spine. His latest record, “Grey- 
hound Dreams,” while lighter and more hope- 
ful, still contains a hefty dose of melancholy 

The Staves 

The Staves’ most recent record, “If I Was,” 
was produced by Bon Iver’s Justin Vernon, 
which is a pretty major co-sign for any act. 
Even though it makes acoustic guitar-led and 
harmony-filled stunners, this English trio bris- 
tles at being called a folk band. While, yes, the 
three are more on the Mumford and Sons side 
of the Mumford/Hank Williams spectrum, it’s 
tough to call them anything else considering 
the way their voices intertwine on top of the 
homey arrangements.
